Others taking out papers for the three open 
four year seats on the Board of Education of 
Antioch High School are Paul Ashley, former 
Lindenhurst village administrator, 
Rosemary Lips, Lindenhurst, Laurel Dahl, 
incumbent Frank Walsh and incumbent 
Michael Zeien. 

Word is that long-time school board 
3 President Robert Lindblad has not taken out 
papers for reelection to his position. Reports 
have Linblad running for a seat on the 
Regional Board of School Trustees, also a 
November election.

Kindly In Deluge Of 87 



Antioch and Antioch Twp. fared much bet- 
ter than its neighbors to the southwest when 
Mother Nature threw her tearful tantrums 
on Thursday, Friday and Sunday. 

With five inches of rain coming down 
during Thursday night and Friday morning 
and another ihch-and-one-half falling on Sun- 
day, the village and the township only had 
.minor damage. 




According to Joe Huber, head of the 
village's public works department, "We 
were lucky, we seem to be able to handle that 
much water when it falls over that many 
hours." 

He added that even Oakwood Knolls, 
known for years to flood at the slightest rain- 
fall, was looking pretty good since the storm 
sewer construction had been finished. 

Antioch Twp. Road Commissioner Mark- 
Ring reports that the township is also in good 
shape. 

"As far as I could see when we checked 
there were a few shoulders washed out and 
some standing water in yards for a short 
time, but outside of a few fallen tree bran- 
ches, there were no big problems like there 
were after the rains last September," Ring 
added. 

All of the lakes and creeks in the Antioch 
area are up to their banks and with rain 
predicted for the rest of the week only time 
will tell if Antioch will remain floodless. 

To the north, over the border in Wisconsin, 
many Antioch residents attending the 
Kenosha County Fair in Wilmot, got rained 
on and there was a serious threat of tornados 
on Sunday, with funnel clouds sighted, but 
none materialized. 

Antioch's Mayor Ray Toft had to cancel 
the big demolition derby planned for the 
Wilmot Speedway on Sunday evening 
because of the weather and mud. 

To the south Lake Villa had some flooding 
and so did Lindenhurst with the rain ham- 
pering the fun at Lindenfest. 

Further south and west, record rainfalls of 
over nine inches on Thursday and Friday 
saw the banks of the Des Piaines Kiver and 
Salt Creek overflow with thousands left 
without utilities, hundreds of cars under 
water, and hundreds of people evacuated 
from their homes. 

O'Hare Airport was hard hit on Friday and 
roads all over Chicago and the northwest 
suburbs were closed. At one time on Friday, 
the Kennedy Expressway had seven feet of 
water on it in spots.

The An tiocfi Village Board has voted to 

"come down hard" on violators of the sewer 

ordinance that continue to have their sump 

* pumps connected to the sanitary sewer 

system. 

"Such a repeated violation is against the 
law and those who continue to do so will face 
stiff fines," said Village Clerk Marilyn Ster- 
benz. 

In the past, the village has had sporadic 
residential inspections and warned violators, 
but most Have not been paying attention; The 
board decided on a serious future crackdown 
at its regular meeting on Monday. 

In other action connected with the village's 
sewer system, after hearing a report on the 
infiltration of the sanitary sewers in Oak- 
wood Knolls from Village Eng. John Bolt, the 
board voted to apply for a block grant to fund 
either splitting the sewers or fixing the old 
sewers, to alleviate the sanitary sewer 
backup in the Knolls. 

The board opened bids for the construction 
of the pedestrian crosswalk at the in- 
tersection of Rtes. 83 and 173. 

Benson Electric of Waukegan had the low

bid with *15,594; Virgil Cook and Son, 
DeKalbe bid $21,333 and Aldrige Electric, 
Libertyyille, turned in a bid of S21.038. The 
bids were turned over to committee for con- 
sideration. 

The board then took action on two con- 
troversial zoning requests, granting the Cun- 
ningham petition to build multi-family units 
on Anita St. and going along with the zoning 
board in denying the request of agent 
Michael Warren for a zoning change to allow 
a drive-through at T. S. Boogies restaurant 
onRte.83. 

In separate action, the board stipulated 
that the Cunningham construction has to be 
started within a year's time. 

In other action the board : 

— hired Ron Nauman as new community 
service officer. 

— hired Laurel Dahl to replace Garnet Car- 
ney as a secretary-clerk in the village office. 
Carney, who has worked in different 
capacities for the village for many years, is 
retiring. 

— set opening of bids for 3,000 square feet of 
sidewalk repair throughout the village for 
7:30 p.m. on Monday, Sept. 14.

"It was a case of an immediate chemistry 
between us," said Angle Maras, of her 
unlikely friendship with a 1 4-year-old girl 
from behind the Iron Curtain in Yugoslavia. 

Last spring, Angie and her husband Dan, 
who has relatives in Yugoslavia, made their 
fourth visit to that country. 

"It's a beautiful country," said Angie, 
"and despite the fact that it is one of the Iron 
Curtain countries, you're free to go 
anywhere you want." 

She and her husband have become very 
fond of the Slavic country because, "it's one 
of the most progressive countries in 
Europe." 

It was while the Marases were on a boat 
ride to the island of Brioni that they met 
Zdenka Klapez whose home town is Sinj. She 

was on a class trip. 

Although Dan can speak some 
Yugoslavian, Zdenka (pronounced 
Denka } was asked to do some interpreting for 
the Marases who were accompanying a 
priest carrying a donation to the Franciscan 
Fathers from .St. Jerome's Parish in 
Chicago. 

Angie still remembers how the young girl's 
charming smile drew them to her. 

During their visit, Angie and Dan decided 
to see if Zdenka would like to visit the United 
States. "We wanted to share our country 
with her," said Angie. 

"When Father Mario said we're going to 
America, I was so excited," recalls Zdenka. 

So after returning to tnis country, the 
Marases went about completing the paper 
work necessary and Zdenka arrived on July 
20 for a two month stay. 



Zdenka, who has three sisters and two 
brothers, has decided that her favorite place 
in the U.S. so far is Great America and, just 
like most American girls, she loves Chicken 
McNuggets. 

She also loves American music and, being 
able to speak three lanuagesther own, 
English and French), it is not unusual that 
she knows all the English lyrics to her 
favorites. 

She is due to enter high school in Europe 
this fall but since her stay will overlap the 
start of school she will be starting a little 
late. 

Angie has arranged for a Yugoslavian Ex- 
change Student living in Lindenhurst to take 
Zdenka under her wing for a visit to Antioch 
High School after school starts to give her a 
taste of American classes. 

Zdenka says that she feels that the 
American high school girls are more mature 
than her European peers, "we are more 
protected," she adds. 

Very few -Slavic girls have summer jobs 
and most do not even go into the work place 
until they are 20 years old. 

The pretty girl that looks a little like a 
young Ingrid Bergman, looks older than her 
14-years, and brains go along with this 
natural beauty. She is first in her class and 
wants to end up in the computer field. 

With a few get-acquainted trips outside of 
Lake County in the hopper, Zdenka is spen- 
ding her summer helping Angie with her job 
as head of public relations at Hawthorn Cen- 
ter, doing a little babysitting for the family, 
experiencing as much of the United States as 
possible and, all in all, having a very un- 
forge table vacation.

After a record August drenching, the 
second rainfall of record proportions in less 
than a year, Mother Nature has left an in- 
delible message: in this locality we are 
susceptible to periodic flooding of 
devastating dimensions. 

Lake County escaped flooding injury Aug. 
14 while suburban areas to the south relived 
nightmares of the Great Flood of '86, but the 
message was driven home once again that 
building and developing practices have left 
vast suburban areas vulnerable to high 
waterdamage. 

Environmentalists and open space ad- 
vocates grimly remind that flooding and in- 
convenience are the price society pays when 



the laws of physics and nature are ignored. It 
makes no difference that Gov. Thompson can 
come in and declare damaged territory a 
disaster area. Every flood leaves scars that 
can never be repaired. 

The periodic flooding, which seems to be 
increasing with alarming frequency, un- 
derscores the need on the part of officialdom 
and the public alike to be ever wary of storm 
water removal needs of our community and 
neighboring areas. It should be automatic 
that storm water be considered in every 
building project, no matter how small. Yes, 
the ordinances are on the books, but they are 
not always enforced. Nature keeps sending 
messages, but is anyone listening?

Early Start For 

Illinois Sec. of State Jim Edgar is on to 
something with his newly launched youth 
highway safety initiative-the idea of 
ingraining good safety habits in children long 
before they become eligible to drive. 

Teaching safety is too late when youths 
start driver education in high school, ac- 
cording to Edgar. He's absolutely right. As 
anyone who ever has studied psychology 
knows, children have most of their life's 
habits absorbed by the time they are six or 
seven. Add this to the chilling statistics of 
highway fatalities the past several years and 
you understand why it's not too early to start 
teaching driver safety with the tricycle set. 

Last year 324 teens and children died on 
Illinois roads compared to 283 in 1985.

The state of Illinois requires that physical examination be done for school children entering 
kindergarten or first grade, fifth grade and high school. It further mandates that these school 
children comply with the Immunization schedule required by the Illinois Department of Public 
Health. 

Whenever the state makes a law regarding the health care of children, one has to ask at least 
two questions: Is it reasonable and Is It practical? 

How reasonable Is this law? From my point of view it is very reasonable. In order to prevent the 
spread of a communicable disease in the community, there must be a certain percentage of the 
people who are immune to the disease either by immunization or previous Illness. I do not know 
of any better way of accomplishing this and at the same time protect the health of school 
children. 

How practical is It to comply with the law? There are a sufficient number of physicians In the 
community who can provide the services without the Inconvenience of traveling long distance to 
obtain them. For those who cannot afford the services of physicians In private practice they can 
go to the Health Department at minimal or no cost. 

The Immunization required Includes protection from polio, diphtheria, tetanus, whooping cough, 
mumps, measles, german measles (rubella). Thanks to the availability and affordabllity of these 
Immunizations most parents hay* never seen polio and diphtheria in their whole life. 

During the physical examination many asymptomatic illnesses are discovered. The illnesses 
commonly found during these examinations are visual and hearing problems, skin diseases, 
urinary tract infections, anemia] hypertension and diabetes to name a few. 

The early detection and treatment of these disorders' and completion of Immunizations provide a 
healthy and better learning environment for. children.

Eye Screening 
Detects Ailments 



' A total of 85 elderly Illinois . 
residents have been 
examined and treated for a 
potentially blinding eye 
disease related to diabetes in 
a public service program 
sponsored by the state's eye 
physicians and surgeons. 

In addition, the program 
has uncovered more than ^ 
1,692 cases of cataracts, 164 
cases of glaucoma, and 360 
cases of macular 
degeneration-serious eye 
diseases that in many cases 
can lead to blindness. 

The project is designed to 
bring needed medical eye 
care and information to the 
nation's disadvantaged 
elderly. 

Since it started in March 
1986, more than 8,401 Illinois 
residents have called the 
toll-free Helpline 1-800-222- 
EYES (3937) of the National 
Eye Care Project, sponsored 
by the Foundation of the 
American Academy of 
Opthamology and the Illinois 
Association of Opthamology. 

Nationwide, more than 
185,000 people have dialed 
the toll-free Helpline. 

Diabetic retinopathy is one 
of the most treatable eye 
diseases, yet it often 
progresses to . blindness, 
because many people with ' 
diabetes fail to seek medical 
eye care, according to the 
American Academy of 
Ophthalmology. 

The disease is the leading 
cause of new blindness in the" 
U.S. It can develop in people 
who have diabetes mellitus, 
a common matabolic disease 
which causes cha nges in 
blood vessels throughout the 
body, including those in the. 
eye. 

Ophthalmologists estima- 
te that early diagnosis and 
treatment can reduce the 
risk of severe visual loss 



from diabetes by 50 percent 
ormore. 

About 60 percent of people 
who have diabetes for 15 
years or more suffer some 
blood vessel damage in their 
eyes, ' making- the elderly, 
especially vulnerable to the 
eye disease. 

"Lasar therapy has been 
particularly effective in 
preventing irreversible loss 
of vision," s said ; Bernard 
Gawne, Jr., MD, president of 
the- Illinois Association ..of 
, Ophthalmology. 

People with diabetes 
should have periodic 
medical eye examinations to 
find out if they have sight- 
threatening problems, he 
said. 

"The elderly often feel 
that nothing' can be done to 
prevent, blindness, or they 
jack the financial resources 
to ; seek needed treatment. 
We're working to, remove 
these obstacles," said Dr. 
Gawne. 

He pointed out that 34 
percent of Helpline patients 
had never had an eye exam 
until they called the toll-free 
number. 

By calling Helpline, U.S. 
citizens or legal residents 65 
and over who do not already . 
have access to an eye, 
physician are eligible to 
receive services.' 

Volunteer ophthalmologi- 
sts treat 'program par- 
. ticipants at no out-of-pocket 
cost, and will accept 
Medicare assignment or 
insurance r coverage* - , as 
payment in full (for this 
project only). 

For the truly needy with no 
Medicare coverage, care is 
offered without charge, 
Information ; on eye diseases 
affecting the elderly is sent 
to all interested callers. 

Many people with diabetes 



experience very mild 
changes in their vision. In 
others, however, • the 
vascular changes lead to 
leakage of fluid into the 
retina or growth of abnormal 
blood vessels in the front of 
the eye. 

When scarred, the retina, 
the delicate tissue in the 
back of the eye, sends a 
blurred image to the brain. 

Depending on the type of 
diabetic retinopathy in- 
volved, two forms of 
treatment may prevent 
serious visual loss: The 
powerful light beam of a 
laser can be used to stop 
leaking blood vessels, 
reduce abnormal blood 
vessel growth and seal the 
retina securely to the back of 
the eye. 

No incision is necessary 
with the lasar procedure, 
which can be done in the 
ophthalmologist's office with 
minimal discomfort to the 
patient. 

A surgical technique, 
vitrectomy, is also effective 
in improving sight by 
removing the blood-filled 
vitreous, the normally clear 
gel-like substance in the 
center of the eye, and 
replacing it with an artificial 
solution. 

Through the Eye Care 
Project, ophthalmologists 
work with local hospitals to 
make hospital care available 
at no cost for those who need 
it. Hospital charges, 
eyeglasses and prescription 
drugs are not paid through 
the program.

ARMs Gain Strength 
Among Public Interest

Home buyers once looked warily at ad- 
justable-rate mortgages, like one looks at a 
new-model car with features that no one un- 
derstands. But now that ARMs have been 
successfully test driven by numerous buyers, 
they are growing in popularity. 

Adding to the drawing power of adjustable- 
rate loans is the increasing availability of a 
convertible option, which allows buyers to . 
protect themselves from rising rates by 
changing their ARMs into fixed-rate loans. 

When interest rates' oh fixed-rate mor- 
tgages jumped this spring and rates on AR- 
Ms remained stable, home buyers were 
quick to react. In March, 22 percent of the 
loans closed were ARMs. By July, that figure 
had jumped to 50 percent,. according to the 
Federal Home Loan Bank, the federal agen- 
cy that regulates savings institutions. 

'.'Generally when fixed mortgage rates are 
perceived as high, ARMs are more ap- 
pealing," said Richard Peach, senior 
economist with the Mortgage Bankers Assn. 
in Washington. "Today, more home buyers 
feel that fixed-rate loans higher than 10 per- 
cent are just too high." 

But a rate spread of almost two percentage

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Action Can Be Taken To Save On Car Repairs

A decade ago, it wasn't uncommon for an 
American automobile owner to drop a car off 
at the comer service station and "trust" the 
mechanic to make the necessary repairs. 

However, the soaring cost of automobile 
repairs-especially at new car dealers- 
makes it necessary for today's motorists to 
be vigilant when they visit a mechanic. 

Joseph Innes, car-use director for the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration in Washington, D.C.,, warned 
that some high-powered dealer service 
managers tend to pad bills and overlook 
customer needs. 

"In recent years, slumping U.S. car sales 
have put pressure on dealers to widen repair 
shop profit margins," Innes said. 

"More complicated cars are not helping 
either," Innes said. "Many shops do not 
know how to fix plastic parts or solid-state 
electronics. They subcontract the workf then 
add on their own profit." 

"Fifteen years ago, auto repair shops 
placed one- third of the bill on labor, but 
today it usually is two-thirds of the bill," said 
James Baumhart, executive vice president 
of the Better Business Bureau of Chicago. 

However, mechanics' wages have not risen 
that fast. Nationwide, the average auto 
mechanic earns about $20 per hour. Yet 
dealers in major cities charge $40 per hour, 
and even small-town dealers charge $25. 



"Shops use flat-rate manuals to figure 
labor charges," said Innes. "The costs are 
based on expected time for particular 
repairs. But the job often is done in much less 
time by the lowest-rated mechanic in the 
shop." " . 

Increased prices for auto parts are also 
blamed for higher repair costs. 

Meanwhile, the insurance industry is put- 
ting pressure on car manufacturers to make 
accident repairs cheaper, Innes said. 

However, auto mechanics claim that ex- 
pensive new equipment, such as frame 
straighteners or tools needed to repair front- 
wheel drive vehicles, is boosting their capital 
costs, Innes said. 

"And dealers say that warranty and recall 
repairs are forcing them to do a lot of costly 
work for nothing," he said. 
' So what advice do the experts have for the 
American motorist who's hoping for a fair 
shake on auto repairs? Here are some 
suggestions: 

-If you own a vehicle that isn't covered by 
warranty, contact the Better Business 
Bureau to help find a respected garage run 
by an independent mechanic or repair 
organization. The local chapter of the 
American Automobile Assn. also gives in- 
formation on reputable shops. 

"Generally, independent mechanics have 
a better reputation with the public, 
especially for major repairs," Innes said. 



If you own a new car that's under warran- 
ty, repair work must be done by an 
authorized franchised dealership. If an in- 
dependent does the work, the new car's 
warranty may be voided. But it can pay to 
consult an independent and have him write 
out exactly what the car needs. The $25 to $35 
inspection charge may save hundreds of 
dollars. 

-Routine repairs. Shops run by Sears, J.C. 
Penney and K Mart often do routine main- 
tenance quickly, .without bill padding. Use 
them for this work and leave the complicated 
repairs for the independent mechanic or 
dealer. 

-Padded bills. If the dealer pads your bill 
or botches the job, don't hesitate to complain 
directly to the car maker. Other protests 
should start at ground level. Contact the 
local Better Business Bureau, state con- 
sumer fraud office and newspaper action- 
line columnists. 

Other agencies that take consumer com- 
plaints include the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Department of Justice. 

-Avoid extended warranty contracts. 
Studies show that warranty contracts are ex- 
pensive and have hidden limits. Labor costs 
may not be adequately covered. A plan may 
require you to pay first and be reimbursed 
later, and it may not cover repairs if you 
move. 



-Get the estimate in writing. One way tq 
help control bill padding is to list specific 
repairs ahead of time and give the checklist 
to the service manager. Don't forget to keep 
a copy for yourself. 

To make doubly sure that nothing is done 
without your permission, Baumhart recom- 
mends consumers ask the service manager 
to write the following onthe repair order: 
"Make no repairs or replacements without 
owner's permission." 

•Do preventive maintenance. Follow the 
owner's manual procedures to keep your car 
in good repair. If you're buying a used car, 
make sure it has a good repair and main- 
tenance record. Be sure to ask for the actual 
maintenance record. 

-Learn to repair your car. Adult education 
courses are now offered at many high 
schools and junior colleges. A car owner can 
at least learn to do preventive maintenance, 
and maybe even a tune-up.

One of them, Gloria 
Carrick, said that neighbors 
have made complaints about 
a ramshackle house located 
off Loon Dr. about a half- 
mile north of Grass Lake and 
Deep Lake Rds. 

After getting no response, 
their attitude is "what's the 



sense in wasting my time 
and calling the building and 
zoning dept. because they're 
not going to do anything? ' ' 

Carrick, a 36-year resident 
of Beach View Park, said 
that she thinks the county 
issued a permit to reroof and 
rewire the shack. 

But she added that at one 
time, it was condemned and 
"if building and zoning had 
checked it out, they wouldn't 
have issued it." 

Unoccupied and with an 
absentee owner, the shack is 
located in East Loon Lake 
Shores. It poses a health, 
safety and fire hazard, ac- 
cording to Carrick, who said,

iNo Cash, Far From Home 
What Do You Do?

You're only half way through your vacation, out of cash, 
and thousands of miles from home. What now? 

You could call home and ask a friend to wire you more 
money, but you'll find that to be very expensive. There are 
alternatives. 

The most convenient is the new automatic teller machines 
which are found worldwide. That little plastic card issued by 
your local bank may allow you to withdraw funds from your 
account while vacationing far from home. If the "ATM" at 
the airport in Hawaii is part of the same network of ATMs of 
which your bank is a member, money is at your fingertips. 
You can obtain a list of ATMs from your bank. It's something 
that should be carried with while traveling. 

So let's say you don't have enough left in the old bank ac- 
count to cover expenses until you get home. Do you have a 
Visa Card? How about Master Card, or the new Discover 
Card? All have agreements with various ATM networks to 
allow for cash advances charged to your credit card. 

Your Visa card can get money from 7,500 ATMs in places 

• such as Australia, Italy, and even Hong Kong. Master Card 

will work in about 3,000 machines, mostly in the United 

States, and Discover will allow cash advances from about 

5,000 of these handy little money vendors. 

American Express, as most holders of this card already 
know, allows members to obtain travelers checks at 
American Express ATMs found at most airports. This card is 
also good at more than 7,000 international bank ATMs. 

Other ways to obtain cash while traveling is by being a 
member of the various airline frequent flyer clubs. While this 
won't buy more than a dinner for. two, you can cash a per- 
sonal check for up to $50 at the airport ticket counter of the 
airline of which you are a member. They may go as high as 
$100 if you have a really good story 1 

Even if you are not a member of an airline travel club, you 
should be able to cash a check for about $30 at the airport 
ticket counter of the ailrine on which you are flying. 

A final word about using ATMs overseas; Your money will 
be dispensed in local currency. The amount charged to your 
account in U.S. dollars will be at an exchange rate at the time 
the transaction is processed, not when you got the money. 
Also, there will be a fee of up to $2 for the service. 

Even if you have no intention of using an ATM at home, it 
may be a good idea to sign up for an access card. You never 
know when or where you may need cash.

audience members on local, 
national and international 
concerns. 

On the international level, 
Simon said he is skeptical of 
the federal government's 
proposed peace plan for 
Nicaragua. He said the U.S. 
plan was devised as an alter- 
native to aid for the Contras, 
which it is probably not 



going to secure In the wake 
of the Iran-Contra affair. 

Simon expressed disap- 
pointment at Lt. Col. Oliver 
North's popularity among 
the American people. 
"Sometimes we have to be 
careful who we make our 
heroes," he said, and quoted 
Abraham Lincoln on respect 
for the law. 

The senator flatly opposed 
the Star Wars defense plan, 



With the summer season, 
more dogs and cats are run- 
nlng loose. The 
Animal/Rabies Control 
Program of the Lake County 
Health Dept. welcomes input 
v from the community and 
wants to know about areas in 
the County that are having 
problems with stray 
animals. 

Lake County residents are 
urged to call (312) 526-5336 or 
stop by the Animal Shelter in 
the Lake wood Forest 
Preserve (Rte. 176, west of 
Fairfield Rd., two miles east 
of Wauconda) to discuss 
animal problems in their 
neighborhoods. In areas of 
the County's jurisdiction, 
animal wardens provide 
early morning and evening 
patrols for stray animals. 
Complaints . from areas 
covered by municipal 
agreements will be referred 
to the appropriate municipal 
agency. 
Owners of dogs or cats 
♦ should assure their pets are 
vaccinated against rabies. 
The Lake County Rabies 
Control Ordinance requires 
that all dogs and cats have a 
Lake County rabies tag at- 
tached to their collar at all 
- times as proof of their vac- 
cination status. The tags are 
available from the Health 



Dept. and from certain 
municipalities upon presen- 
tation of the vaccination cer- 
tificate (obtained from the 
veterinarian). Call (312) 360- 
6424 for the cost of the 
Rabies Tag. After the vac- 
cination is given, pet owners 
are allowed 21 days to 
register their dog or cat. 

The purpose of the tag is to. 
provide proof of vaccination 
if the animal bites someone 
or comes into contact with a. 
wild animal. The tag is also, 
useful in tracing ownership 
if the pet is lost. The Health 
Dept. maintains a file of all 
registered dogs and cats. It 
is cross-referenced by the 
last name of the animal's 
owner and by the Lake Coun- 
ty tag number. 

State law and local or- 
dinance require that animal 
bites be reported to the 
Health Dept. The 24-hour 
telephone number is (312) 
360-6424.

saying it would be inef- 
fective and prohibitive in 
cost. He pointed out that the 
Star Wars shield has been 
estimated to be "30 to 90 per- 
cent" . effective, and that 
even at a 90 percent ef- 
ficiency rate, 1,000 Soviet 
nuclear warheads could still 
get through. 

He expressed concern that 
the price of the project, the 
costliest to date, would 
divert funding from 
education and health care, 
or call for a huge tax in- 
crease. 

In response to charges of a 
high absentee record in 
Congress of late, Simon ad- 
mitted that his attendance 
has been down since he 
began campaigning for the 
1988 Democratic Presiden- 
tial nomination. He said he 
misses out on some smaller 
issue votes, but will be in the 
Senate to vote on crucial 
matters. 

Health care issues were 
brought up on several oc- 
casions. "Affording health 
care is a real problem," he 
said. Although he doesn't 
think the country is ready for 
socialized medicine, he does 
believe the federal govern- 
ment ought to assist citizens 
with ''extraordinary" 
medical bills. He has co- 
introduced a bill for home 
health care for the elderly. 

Simon favors more gover- 
nment funding of AIDS 
research and education. He 
noted that waiting lists are 
long at existing voluntary 
AIDS testing, centers and 
cited evidence .that people 
who know they have AIDS 
rarely knowingly spread it. 
Simon and three other 
senators have introduced 
legislation to fund more of 



these centers. 

When asked what views on 
abortion he would want a 
Supreme Court Justice to 
hold, Simon replied, "I 
would not appoint anyone 
solely on one issue." 

In reference to Supreme 
Court nominee Robert Bork, 
the senator said, "I will not 
make any final decision until 
I read what he has written." 
He said he would favor a 
Supreme Court Justice who 
is "open minded, sensitive to 
civil rights, civil liberties 
and the separation of church 
and state." 

Simon reiterated his sup- 
port of legalized abortion. "I 
have not hesitated to take 
unpopular stands," he said. 
"That is a decision women 
and their physicians have to 
make," he added, prompting 
a minor outburst from pro- 
life supporters in the audien- 
ce. 

"We're seeing people 
shouting at each other, when 
we should be listening to 
each other," Simon said of 
the controversy surrounding 
legalized abortion. He 
believes that the problem of 
unwanted pregnancy should 
be dealt with from several 
angles, such as increasing 
employment and 

educational opportunities 
and reducing the incidence 
of teen pregnancy. 

Although the senator, with 
bow tie intact, didn't make 
any campaign speeches or 
promises at the meeting, his 
candidacy was hot 
overlooked by the audience. 

The auditorium resounded 
with laughter and applause, 
when one man in the audien- 
ce prefaced a question with 
"Mr. President..."
